NAPOLEON'S LOSSES IN RUSSIA. 


GENERAL MArsorT, in his recently published 
*“*Memoires,” insists that while the losses of the 
Grand Army during the Russian campaign were im- 
mense, yet they have been much exaggerated. He 
tells us that he saw in Gen. Gourand’s possession a 
statement, written all over with notes in Napoleon's 
hand, from which it a rs that the number of 
mepv who crossed the Niemen was 155,400 French 
and 170,500 allies. Onthe return the Prussian and 
Austrian contingents went bodily over to the en- 
emy, and nearly all the other allies had 
deserted individually during the retreat. [t an- 
pears, however, from the official statements, that 60,- 
000 French rec the Nieman, so that 95,000 
were missing. Of these, 30,000 had been taken prie- 
oners, anu returned home after the peace in 1814.

Because the 
wonderful achievement of the Wyoming occurred 
when public attention was centered upon the mili- 
tary operations at home it did not attract the atten- 
tion it deserved from the people of the United 
States Comdr. Duncan McDougal, who commanded 
the Wyoming, made a very modest report of the 
affair, and naval historians have not given it the 
prominence it merited.”

Government. Mr. Belden, in obedience to orders, 
hauled down the American flag and retired to Mon- 
terey to engage in the trading business. In 1850 San 
Jose wus incorporated as a citv, and Mr. Belden was 
elected the first Mayor. Mr. Belden was a Director 
of the Erie Railroad and a member of the Union 
League Club and the New Engiand Society of New 
York City and the Pacific Union Club of San Fran- 
cisco. During the war he contributed largely to the 
Sanitary Commission of San Francieco. 


CotoneL RicHaRD Brpp.e IRwry, a well known 
journalist and soldier, died, April 26. from Bright's 
disease, at his home in New York. His father, Wil- 
liam Wallace Irwin, was Minister to Denmark from 
1843 to 1847, and the son’s education was begun in 
Copenlageo. He was appointed in May, 1853, a 
clerk in the Ordnance Office, War Department, by 
Jefferson Davie, then Secretary of War. When the 
war broke out be went to the front, and in August, 
1861, was assigned as an additional aide-de-camp to 
Gen. McClellan's staff. He was appointed assistant 
adjutant general, with the rank of lieutenant-rol- 
onel, for the 19th Army Corps ia November, 1862, 
and served through the operations of 1863 and 1864. 
He resigned for disability on September 19, 1864. 
Col. Irwin was a member of the Loyal Legion, the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac, the Society of the 19th Army 
Corps, the United Service Club, Lawyers’ Club, 
Republican Club, the Rittenhouse Club of Phila- 
delphia, and the Junior Athenwum of London. It 
is but recently the deceased completed a “ History 
of the 19th Army Corps,” a valuable contribution 
to the literature of the war. 





THE GRANT MONUMENT INAUGURATION. 


THE programme for the ceremonies attending the 
laying of the corner stone of the Grant Monument, 
in Riverside Park, at 1224 street, New York city, 
April 28, 1892, was most succes:fully carried out fe 
every detail, and with a smoothness and prompt- 
ness that reflects great credit on the Committee of 
Arrangements. Oneof the most interesting sights 
of the day was the immense crowd that made 
Riverside Drive black with people. An immense 
bumber were present, including men, women and 
children, al! greatly interested in the ceremonies of 
the day. Various stands bad been erected for the 
accommodation of National, State and muopicipal 
officers, special guests, Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion, Grand Army of the Republic and others. 

Troop A, N.G.8.,N. Y., in command of Capt. 
Charles F. Roe, acted as escort to the Presidential 
party, which on arrival at the monument site wers 
received by the U.S. Military and Naval forces 
drawn up in line. These consisted of the following: 
Three batteries of the Ist Artillery and one com- 
pany of the 6th Infantry, under command of Major 
WwW. F. Randoiph, 34 U. 8. Artillery, and a naval bat- 
talion consisting of a company of Marines from the 
Navy-yard and blue jackets from the monitor 
Miantonomoh, the whoie under the comuand of 
Lieut. W. Kiloura, C.S.N. The David's Island Band 
furnished the music at the main stand. The cere- 
monies began at 2 P. M., and were as follows: 

Address by Gen. Horace Porter. Deposi\ing coppe 
box in coroer stone. 

At 2:45 p. m. President Harrison, escorted by Col. 
8S. V. R, Cruger, Gen. H. Porter and Gen. C. dG. T. 
Collis spread the mortar on the foundation with a 
gold trowel, and the corner stone was lowered in 
ita place. Prayer by Dr. Jobn Hall followed, after 
which President Harrison made a brief address. 
Chauncey M. Dapewthen delivered the oration. 
Dr. John Hall pronounced the benediction, and the 
Minantonomoh, in command of Capt. Sicard, which 
lay in the Hudsen off the monument site, fired a 
well-timed salute, and the baod from David's 
Isiand played. This ended the formalities of the 
day. On the main platform were many distin- 
guished guests, among whom were President Harri- 
son, Gen. J. M. Schofield, Gen. O. O. Howard, Com- 
modore H. Erben, Vice Presideat Morton, Gen. 
Grant’s family, Whitelaw Reid, D. O. Mills, Gen. 
Stewart L. Woodford, Col. 8. V. R. Cruger, Gen, C. 
H. T. Collis, Gen. Daniel Butterfield, Senor Romero, 
the Mexican Minister, and Tsul Kwo Yin, tae Chi- 
nese Minister. Controller Myers, Gen. Isaac 8. Cat- 
lin and H. W. Cannon were seated near. Gen. D. E. 
Sick!es, Gen.E. L. Molineux, Gen. G. M. Dodge, 
Col. J. H. Jones, Capt. A. Gallup, Capt. F. Roose- 
velt, Mayor D. A. Boody, Postmaster-General Wan- 
amaker, Secretaries Elkins, Rusk and Noble.

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SECRETARY ELKINS’S OPINION. 


SECRETARY ELErns has some well defined opinions 
as to what the Army should be, and if he could re- 
main at the head of the War Department long 
enough there might be rensen to anticipate legisla- 
tive sanction to some of his comprehensive schemes. 
Unfortunately his term is likely to be too short for 
many of his progressive ideas to materialize during 
his administration. Nevertheless he is not losing an 
opportunity to os ina good word for his favorite 
plans. When before the Senate Appropriation Com- 
mittee the other day, in connection with the Army 
Appropriation bill, he made a number of important 
suggestions for improving the Service. He said he 
had entertained the belief fora long time that the 
Army of the United States, now one of the smallest 
on the face of the globe, should be kept constantly 
under the public eye witha view not only to im- 
proving its efficiency and keeping it on aa footing 
with all of the advanced armies of the world, but to 
considerably increasing its strength. In his opinion 
50,000 men would not be too large a military estab- 
lishmens in this country. He thought the time had 
come when all the larger States of the Union should 
have stationed within them large garrisons of fed- 
eral troops, composed either of an entire regiment 
of cavalry, artillery or infantry, or a mixture of all 
three corps. This would not only guarantee peace 
and good order in any of those emergencies which, 
however ey are at all times possible, but 
would also afford to the civil governments of each 
State a much larger opportunity to improve the effi- 
ciency of the militia organizations. 

In this latter connection he spoke of the desire of 
the Department to co-operate more fully with the 
National Guard, and the plans that he had outlined 
in connection with the Division of Military I[nfor- 
mation to bring this about. A necessary part of that 
plan, however, he said, would be the continuation 
of the policy of building large posts. If each State, 
orsome city in such State, he said, would offer to 
the Genera! Government a piece of ground of not 
less than 1,000 acres, he thinks Congress would en- 
courage the further building of permanent posts. 
Helena, Little Rock and Sante Fe have already 
done so. The bill for Little Rock has passed Con- 
gress; that for Helena is pending and an appropria- 
tion for Sante Fe will be recommended. The Secre- 
tary — that if New York, Ohio, Missouri, In- 
diana, [Illinois and others, would take the matter 
well in hand and make similar offers of land to the 
General Government for garrison purposes, it would 
be an easy matter to obtain the sanction of Congress

Tue First Lord, in reply to an inquiry in Parlia- 
ment, stated that engine room complements had 
been reduced over the whole fleet 4 per cent., not 30 
per cent., as asserted. 

DurtnNe the recent trip of a German balloon over 
Russian Poland, the Prefect of Police at Warsaw 
posted notices admonishing the people not to mis- 
take the planet Venus for an electric search light 
borne by the balloon. 

Tue forts adjoining St. Malo, which, 200 years ago, 
saved afew vessels from capture or destruction by 
Russell’s fleet at the Battle of La Hogue, but failed 
to securethe town from bombardment a few years 
later, are to be demolished. 

Tue Naval Construction and Armaments Com- 
pany, at Barrow, has secured an order from the 
Indian Office for an Indian troopship 3650 ft. long, 
50 ft. beam, and 29 ft. depth of hold. She will be 
propelled by twin screws, and has to develop a speed 
on trial of 17 knots, and an easy seagoing speed of 
15 knots per hour. Her wood tittings will be of teak 
throughout. 

Tux London Datly Graphtec gives illustrations of 
the new weapon which is to take the place of the 
old sword, which has been for some 60 years in use, 
and was meant for cutting and thrusting. The new 
eword is perfectly straight, with a equared hilt, to 
give play to the wrist in guarding and thrusting.

JAPAN proposes to build another cruiser in addi- 
tion to eight men-of-war building under a contract 
with firms in France, and is building a naval steel 
factory for the manufacture of armor plates, for 
which $1,875,000 will be required. The want of a suf- 
ficient supply of good quality iron ore has been 
strongly urged by the opponents of the scheme, but 
the great wish of the nobility to make the empire 
independent of foreign manufacturers, in case of 
war, has caused this objection to be overridden. 


Tue S. American Journal reports that the sur- 
veys for the Pan-American Railway show that the 
celebrated * Knot of the Andes” has turned out 
to be not so great a knot, from an engineering point 
of view, as the problems encountered in running 
the railway across the continent of North America, 
and the possibility of making the longitudinal rail- 
way is, therefore, demonstrated. 

Dr. HAMBLEDEN in a report to Gen. Sir Evelyn 
Wood upon the First British Army Corps, 30,000, 
says only a small proportion of the men are sound 
and reliable, while the remainder are undeveloped 
men and boys who are physically totally incapable 
of enduring the hardships of war. He gives their 
ages, heights, weights, chest and other measure- 
ments to prove this, and then strongly urges that 
boy recruits should be put through a course of 
——— exercises to aid their development, be pro- 
vided with a sufficiency of wholesome food, and 
trained under the highest sanitary conditions. He 
holds that the preventable waste in the British 
Army from consumption and other diseases reaches 
a total equalling a financial loss of £500,000 per an- 
num. Dr. Hambleden declares that this condition 
ofaffairs is a grave sourceof danger to the State, as 
this corps is the main reliance for immediate action 
in cage of hostilities abroad. 


Tue Revistar Militar de Chili has resumed publi- 
cation, after being suspended for twelve months, 
owing to the closing of the Circulo Militar by Bal- 
maceda. It contains the report of the commander- 
in-chief of the Constitutional forces, giving a min- 
ute account of the operations of the campaign.

RELATIVE RANK OF ARMY OFFICERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In the discussions about the relative rank of offi- 
cers of the Army, suggested by several bills before 
ngress, much ousy and ill feeling have been 
elicited in the attempt to supersede the long estab- 
lished rules; to elevate a few men over others who 
now rank them. 

To override the long established standing of offi- 
cers of the line, so as to permit those of lower rank 
to jump their su ors of twenty-five or six years’ 
standing, would do more to demoralize the 
than anything that could be devised. 

In the Journat of March 12 there is an article 
signed “Right” that does great injustice to the 
graduates of the Mili Academy of the class of 
1865, evincing a want of full information on all the 
facts in the case. An investigation of the Army 
Register of 1892 will give no information but the 
dates of commission; it does not show in any.of the 
numbers cited b “Right” a junior officer passing a 
senior inrank. Toreach the true factsin a given 
case the registers for many years should be studied, 
and in view of the incomplete histories there stated, 
recourse must be had to other sources; such as the 
Records of the Rebellion, regimental records, Ham- 
ersley and Henry, the files of the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL, and private sources, to form a correct 
judgment. “Right’* may have been misled for want 
of such details, which cannot be found in the Army 
Register, and perhaps he has been further misled by 
ex-parte statements of persons interested in 
trating the t wrong and confusion that any dis 
turbance of the present relative rank would pro- 
ducein the Army. To elucidate this refer to the 
captains of artillery enumerated by >“ At 
least two of them were commissioned into the in- 
fantry from the volunteers, and exchanged by pur- 
chase into the artillery, with the rank of the parties 
with whom they exchanged. Others severed their 
connection with the volunteers and entered private 
life, and long after this—from two to four years— 
they obtained commissions in the Regular ag 4 
which they gladly accepted. There is nothing in 
the Register to show that their war record was ex- 
ceptionally greater than hundreds of others who had 
served with them, but were less fortunatejin obtain- 
ing the prize they all strove for: if the details in 
each case were given, we think that “Right’’ would 
not cousider they added strength to the records. 
These officers have since been promoted without de- 
murring, according to established usage; in no case 
have they been oversiaughed. 

Again, “ Right” asserts that the captains he de- 
signates, who graduated from the Military Academy 
in 1865, did not see any war service. This is a graver 
error than the other, probably arising from the as- 
sumption that ay ! were schoolboys, and the 
limited facts in the Army Register of 1892 that gives 
nothing of their war service. The class of 1865 was 
attached to the Regular Army in 1861, and could 
have been detailed into active service if an ocoasion 
had arisen requiring them, as a part of the Army re- 
serve, During their furlough in 1863 the young men 
of this class displayed a laudable ambition to aid in 
the war. Asan example of those, ‘‘ Right” names 
(and we do not give it as exceptional) No. 30 on be- 
ing furloughed went Ly yy 6 to the front and 
volunteered upon the staff of . W. H. French, 
then with the advance of the Army of the Potomac. 
He was in several actions and ved high ecomi- 
ums 1n the official reports of that officer, who was 
never lavish of praise to the undeserving. He re- 
mained with the Army as long as his furlough ae. 
mitted. On receiving his commission in 1865 he had 
a very varied se vi6e, not shown in the Army Re- 
gister; for example, he shared in the Modoc war, 
was sent into the field to suppress an Indian out- 
break, and was with k in his severe winter 
cam During all this time some of his volun- 
teer comrades named by “Right” were comfortably 
housed ia the East. 

Lf a detailed account of the services of the volun- 
teers named by “Right” were published, how 
many of them would be found to have a better war 
record than No. 30? We state these facts to show 
the absurdity of any attempted change, based on 
what occu prior to the commissions by which 
the officers of artillery have attained their preseut 
rank, openly and fairly, with the knowledge and as- 
sent of all concerned. Frat Justitia.

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PROSPECTS FOR LINEAL PROMOTION. 


A STUBBORN fight may be looked for between the 
House and Senate conferees on the lineal promo- 
bagg*se | tion bill. Since the passage of the bill by the Senate 
communications have been pouring in upon the 
members of the House Committee in great numbers 
urging them to stand by the bill as originally passed 
by the House. This provides for a readjustment 
of the present rank on the basis of original entry 
into the fservice. An equally large number of 
letters have been received by members of the 
Senate Committee urging them to insist upon the 
amendment which prevents any rearrangement of 
the lineal list. There are also numerous petitions 
being filed with both committees for the defeat of 
the bill and the retention of the existing regimental 
system. How it will all end time alone can tell. 
The House Committee at its meeting this week 
unanimously agreed to report non-concurrence in 
the Senate amendment and to ask for the appoint- 
ment of conferees by the House. The House con- 
ferees will undoubtedly be Messrs. Outhwaite, 
Wheelerand Bingham. These gentlemen iadividu- 
ally are earnest in their convictions that in apply- 
ing the lineal system something§should be done to 
change the precedence which has resulted since 
original entry by. unequal regimental promotion. 
The probable Senate conferees, Manderson, Proctor 
and Cockrell, on the other hand, consider it diffi- 
cult and dangerous to attempt any rearrangement 
of the present lineal list and will accordingly fight 
hard to carry out the wishes of the War Depart- 
ment officials who favor the Senate bill. 

















NAVAL LINE AND STAFF. 

WE regret to find the line and Engineer officers 
of the Navy once more arrayed in hostile lines be- 
fore a committee of Oongress, as they thereby 
jeopardizes the chances for any legislation this 
session affecting the personnel of the Navy. The 
proposition to give engineers positive in lieu of 
relative rank is the chief occasion for dispute, 
though the line officers are also opposing, as a 
whole, the bill to increase the efficiency of the Engi- 
neer Corps. As a consequence all the old line and 
staff questions are being discussed anew with the 
usual animation. The contest which has been im- 
pending since the Senate Naval Committee decided 
to report in favor of giving engineers positive rank 
broke out in dead earnest on Tuesday last when the 
House Naval Committee heard arguments pro and 
con on the bill to increase the efficiency of the En- 
gineer Corps. In answer to a summons from 
Chairman Herbert, Commodore Ramsay, Engineer- 
in-Chief Melville, Commanders Davis and Brown- 
son, and Assistant Engineer Bennett, appeared be- 
fore the committee and gave testimony for and 
against the bill. 

Commodore Ramsay was the first to speak. He 
said the increase in the number of Engineers pro- 
posed was unnecessary. He thought it might be 
well to terminate the reduction now going on, but, 
allowing for all the new vessels likely to be added 
to the new Navy, he could not see the need of one 
bundred and fourteen additional officers as pro- 
posed by the bill. In his opinion one engineer for 
each of the small vessels and four, one chief and 
three assistants, were as many as would be re- 
quired, and he thought seventy-five engineer offi- 
cers would be ample to perform all the shore duty 
required. The number of assistants doing duty as 
assiatants to inspectors of machinery and in the 
drafting room of the bureau of steam engineering 
might be reduced. 

Concerning the question of positive rank he said 
he could not understand why the engineers should 
claim that except to feel independent of authority. 
In his opinion there can be but one authority on 
board a ship, the captain, either personally or 
through his mouthpiece, the execative officer or 
officer of the deck. To exempt staff.officers from 
such authority would result in insubordination, a 
breaking up of all discipline and chaos generally. 
The effect of conferring positive rank, he said, 
would be to furnish staff officers with a chance for 
wriggling out of orders and thus cause constant 
wrangling aboard ship. 

Engineer-in-Chief Melville followed Commodore 





Ramsay by saying that he was willing to concede 
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that he was thoroughly well posted on the needs of 
his branch of the Service, but that he failed to ap- 
preciate the necessities and importance of the en- 
gineering branch. With a million dollars worth of 
machinery in each of the big vessels of the Navy, he 
said, constant and the most careful supervision must 
be exercised at all hours, and that this could only 
be done by a large addition to the force of engineers 
—a force sufficient to provide watches at all hours 
He resented the suggestion that the ordinary me. 
chanics could be trusted with such responsibilities, 
As to the matter of positive rank he denied 
that the purpose of the bill was in any way to in- 
terfere with the commands exercised by line officers; 
it was not the desire to have any further command 
than that which pertains to the Engineeer depart- 
ment. The sole object of positive rank was to give 
engineer officers a better standing, and to relieve a 
sore spot with the younger officers who feel that 
they are discriminated against when they find that 
their clessmates in other branches of the Service 
are addressed both socially and officially by mili- 
tary titles. All they asked for was the same recog- 
nition as the staff officers of the Army received. 
Commander Davis followed out the same line of ar- 
gument as Commodore Ramsay, andin addition 
submitted data to show that no other naval power 
gave its staff officers positive rank except France, 
where designing and constructing engineers only 
were se favored. 

Assistant Engineer Bennett then made a state- 
ment in behalf of the young engineers. He admit- 
ted that it was largely a matter of sentiment that 
prompted the request for positive rank. He said 
that many of the engineers felt that they were dis- 
criminated against when denied the right to titles 
enjoyed by their classmates, and that confusion and 
embarrassment now frequently occasioned, socially 
and professionally, by the lack of positive rank. 
Mr. Bennett was asked by Commander Davis if he 
would be willing to accept the same pay as that al- 
lowed ensigns if given that rank. Speaking for 
himself he said he would, but he could not speak 
for the other officers of the corps. 

The hearing was then concluded with the under- 
standing that both sides would be given an oppor- 
tunity to file briefs with the committee. 

Chairman Herbert made a strong effort on 
Wednesday to secure unanimous consent for the 
consideration of the bill, but objection by Mr. Hol- 
man caused it to lie over for the present. In 
the course of his remarks Mr. Herbert intimated 
that the Naval Committee would not report the bill 
providing for a further increase of the corps, but 
he thought it highly important that the reduction 
at present going on should be arrested. 











THE question of monitor vs. battleship will 
again form an interesting topic of debate when 
the question of new ships comes up in the 
Senate next week in connection with the Naval 
Appropriation bill. Senator McPherson has already 
sounded the keynote by the presentation of an 
amendment to the bill contemplating the construc 
tion of ten torpedo boats and three double-turreted 
iron or steel harbor defence vessels of the monitor 
type in leu of the battleships and small vessels 
proposed by the Senate Naval Committee. Mr. 
McPherson will be ably supported in his advocacy 
of the monitor by Senator Chandler. Both of these 
gentlemen have recently made a personal inspection 
of the monitor Miantonomoh at Brooklyn, and, 
after talking with her officers, have become stronger 
advocates of the monitor system than ever before. 
They consider that the Miantonomoh has met every 
condition contemplated by her designers, and as a 
coast defence, they contend, the monitor type has no 
equal in any navy in the world. As the protection 
of our coast is of the first importance, they will 
insist upon the construction of monitors as the 
best means to that end, arguing that the battle- 
ship is designed chiefly for aggressive warfare, 
which is not in keeping with the purposes of the 
Navy as understood by the people. 








In their report recommending the passage of a 
bill to provide for a ‘‘ Board of Review” in court- 
martial cases, the House Committee on Military 
Affairs have some critical remarks upon the sub- 
ject of the administration of justice in the Army. 
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They say: Tho bill contemplates that this board 
will report the facts, with their recommendations, 
to the Secretary of War, by whom, together with 
his recom mendations, they shall be transmitted to 
Congress. There can be no doubt but that courts- 
martial in nearly all cases render a just verdict, 
which ought not to be disturbed. No doubt most 
courts-martial are conducted judiciously and with 
fairness, but the committee has proof that many 
cases have arisen where, owing to prejudice or ig- 
norance, or from inability to procure essential evi- 
dence, or for the purpose of discipline at times 
which require prompt action, injustice is done, and 
there is no reason why such wrong should not be 
corrected after the exigency has passed. These 
occasional miscarriages of military justice did not 
escape the scrutinizing investigation of Mr. Cleve- 
land while President, and in one of his messages 
they were alldded to in the following vigorous lan- 
guage : 
If some of the proceedings of courts-martial which I have 
occasion to examine present the ideas of justice which 
generally prevail in these tribunals, I am satistied that they 
should be much reformed, if the honor and honesty of the 


—. and Navy are by their instrumentality to be vindi- 
cated and protected. 


‘‘ This bill will enable the Government-to rectify 
all such wrongs and hardships.” ‘

Tue CApTaAIn Joun L. Ciem Garrison, Regular 
Army and Navy Union, Columbus, Ohio, publish 
in pamphlet forma reply to an address made by 
Maj. M. B. Clendening, 2d Obio Infantry, before the 
N. G. Association of Ohio. Maj. Clendening spoke 
on the “Disciplice and Courtesies of the Service,”’ 
and made some rather severe strictures on the en- 
listed men of the Regular Army. Thereply con- 
tradicts the major’s assertions and says: “Alike 
among the snows of Montana, as on thesun scorched 
plains of Arizona, they have confronted dangers 
with a silent heroism to which probably many Na- 
tional Guard field officers are strangers. No doubt 
when the historian of the future submits his impar- 
tial review as to our national developments in the 
West, he will dt fail to do justice to those military 
pioneers.’’ 





WE find that the article in the New York Times 
on the affair between the U.S. S. Kansas and the 
Spanish war vessel Pizarro had reference to an 
earlier encounter than that to which we alluded in 
the JourNnAt of April 23. The Times was in error 
as to the date. The correspondence between Com- 
mander Reed, then commanding the Kansas, and 
the captain of the Bazan took place in June, 1873, 
The encounter between the Kansas and the Pizarro, 
to which the Times had reference, occurred not in 
1873, but in April, 1872. A full account of it appeared 
inthe Army AND Navy JouRNAL of May 25, 1872. 
Lieutenant-Commander (now Commander) Edwin 
White then commanded the Kansas, and his conduct 
was in every way worthy of the praise the Times 
bestows upon him. Commenting upon the case, the 
JouRNAL then said: “All of our naval officers may 
not prove as discreet as Lieutenant-Commander 
White has shown himself to be, although we hope 
all of them will prove to be as wise in precaution 
and as promptin preparation to give instant answer 
to any insult that may come from Spanish vessels. 
* * The commander of the Kansas is a young 
man, having entered the Navy at the opening of the 
war, but his education has been iu that school 
which most quickly trains an officer to promptness 
of decision and energy of action—the school of war. 
He has shown, too, that he has an old head on his 
young shoulders, and may felicitate himself that he 
has scored some points in the game for preferment 
without involving us in a serious difficulty. The 
prompt endorsement of his action by Secretary 
Robeson is well deserved, and is moreover an ex- 
pression of the sense of the country.”” Every word 
of this may be repeated with added emphasis in the 
light of the experience of to-day—except, indeed, 
what we said concerning prospective preferment. 
That did not come, and Lieutenant-Commander 
White has only advanced far enough on the road of 
promotion to drop the first word of his compound 
title. Our system of promotion compels a naval 
officer to keep step with the procession, even though 
his natural gait be much morerapid than that of his 
associates. Commander White has still before him 
more than thirteen years of active service in 
the Navy. Let us hope that in his case the number 
may not prove to be unlucky and that he may live 





to be an admiral. 
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SENATOR MANDERSON has introduced into O ngress 
a bill for $50,000, fora monument to Commo. Joba 
Paul Jones, of the Revolution, to be placed on La- 
fayette Square, opposite the Navy D>»partment. 
Captain R. W. Meade, U.S. N., is the originator of 
the bill. The English author, John Knox Liugh- 
ton, in his “Studies in Naval History,” presents 
Jones as a type of “The Pirate,” but that is by no 
means the American estimate of him, and it is wall 
that we should emphasize our disagreement with 
the English judgment on this naval hero. Even 
Laughton is forced to admit that Jones in the 
Ranger won for the Americans their first naval suc- 
cess in the war of 1812; that in the affair between 
the Serapis and the Bonne Homme Richard, his 
“conduct as the captain of a ship of war is beyond 
all praise;” that“he was a man of distinguished 
talent and originality; a thorough seaman, and of 
the most determined and tenacious courage.” By 
all means let Jones have a monument. 











Berore the English Lustitute of Naval Architects, 
which met Avril 12, Mr. W. H. White, C. B., F.R.3., 
presented some notes on revent experience with 
some of H. M. ships. All of the third olass cruisers 
provided for in the Naval Defence Act, twelve of 
the second class, and two of the first class have 
passed successfully through their trials and have by 
their actual performance more than fulfilled the 
promise of the contracts. The large, swift cruisers 
are remarkably handy vessels and can be steered 
perfectly by hand at high spsed with few men at 
the wheel. In the Blake and Blenheim, with two 
sets of three-eylinder engines on each shaft, and the 
cranks set at equal angles, there is practically no 
vibration. Even when developing over 21,000 horse 
power in the Blenheim, with the engines at 104 to 105 
revolutions, there was no sensible vibration on che 
bridges, and letters could be written quite comfort- 
ably in the after cabins. In the engine rooms also 
there was no sensible movement, and below, abreast 
the screws, the ship was quite steady. Mr. F. CG 
Goodall described the American whaleback steam- 
ers, and expressed the opinion that as a type it pos! 
sesses many structural and commercial advantages 
over the ordinary cargo boatand could be greatly 
improved, though now it is unsuitable for Atiantic 
steaming, owing to its deficiency in surplus buoy- 
ancy and to the absence of masts and sails. [n the di 
cussion that followed, Mr. Napier, who had seen the 
whaleback steamers op American lakes, said that 
in their native waters he looked upon them as ideal 
boats, but he considered the type as ill-adapted for 
ocean voyages. Mr. Martell held a similar opiniorg 
In commenting on the discussion, Eagineering 
notes the fact that the American lakes are by no 
means duck ponds. It says: “‘The proposed new 
type of ship may, or may not be desirable, but it 
certainly is desirable that its merits should be pros 
perly discussed, and that it should not be unduly 
depreciated by those who believe only in established 
custom or the influence of vested interests.” 





LIEUTENANT-COTONEL EXNER in his article on 
“The German Army of To-Day,” in Harper's Maga- 
zine for May, says: “‘ Every German is liable to ser- 
vice, and in the performance of this duty no substi- 
tute is allowed. By adhering to this principle 
which has sprung up in Prussia under the necessi- 
ties of a grave time, but was accompanied by bril)- 
iant success, a people's army has been created in the 
truest acceptation of the term. Exempt from com- 
pulsory service are only the members of the reign- 
ing or formerly sovereign houses, to whom this ex- 
emption has been secured by distinctive treaties, 
who, however, without exception, deem it proper 
to enter the army.”’ 








Tue President has transmitted, through the office 
of Secretary of War, to the Paymaster-General of 
the Army a communication suggesting that the 
duplication of pay accounts by officers of the Army 
might be prevented by adoption of the present 
naval system of payments. The Paymaster-General 
has the matter under consideration. In the Navy, 
officers are assigned to the nearest paymaster for 
payment, and can be paid by no other, unless trans- 
ferred from one paymaster to another. An officer 
at a distance from bis paymaster, or on duty in the 
Navy Department, just before his pay is due re- 
ceives two blank receipts filled up and ready to 
signin duplicate, and on their return a check or 
draft is mailed and the receipts attached to the pay 
rolls. A naval officer is also allowed to draw one?® 
two, or three months’ payin advance in any year in 
an emergency, such as change of station, or where 
he is compelled to use his own money in travel; and 
he can also allot a designated amount of his pay for 
the use of his wife, his family or some creditor, 
during his absence, upon application to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. Should the naval system be 
adopted in the Army no change of muster and pay 
rolls would be necessary. All regimental officers on 
duty with their regiments would be paid upon the 





company or field and staff rolls. 
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Upon the recommendation of the Adjutant-Gen 
eral, Secretary Elkins has submitted an estimate to 
Conaeress of $35,000, “‘to enable the War Department 

to pay a fair pries for such of the post traders’ 
buildings remaining at permanent military posts as 
may be suitable and actually necessary for the 
Army service.” By appropriating this amount, 
General Kelton says, “Congress would place the De- 
partment in a position to complete the elimination 
of the mischievous trader system and thus enable it 
to accomplish a reform, now well under way, that 
has done much towards ameliorating the condition 
and elevating the moral character alike of the en- 
listed soldier and the commissioned officer.” 








Ir is found necessary _to enlarge, at an expense of 
$3,000, the Church of the Centurion at Fort Monroe, 
Va., which was erected in [853 by the late Colonel 
Julian McAllister, then a young lieutenant of ord- 
nance, as a thank-offering for his miraculous escape 
from injury by an explosion in which several others 
were killed. In view of the fact that the church 
receives absolutely no support from the U.S. Gov- 
ernment, and has a comparatively small body of 
regular attendants upon whom the burden of ite 
running expenses necessarily falls, an appeal for 
assistance is made to those many friends who, from 
time to time, have visited the church, and have 
either benefited by or become interested in its work 
and ministrations.

Thomas L. Harrison in which he is described as the 
“*hero on the Confederate side of the battle of Mo- 
bile Bay.” 1f the Gazette will refer to the JooRNAL 
of March 26 iast, it will find that this statement was 
credited to “a Mobile despatch.” We certainly 
should not have described Mr. Harrison in this way 
ourselves, in view of the fact that his action at the 
battle of Mobile Bay subjected him to the severe 
animadversion of Admiral Buchanan, of the Con- 
federate States Navy. It was charged at the time that 
Harrison with his vessel, the Morgan, failed to prop- 
erly support his consorts, and his action was made 
the subject of a court of inquiry. He was exonerated, 
but the fact that he succeeded in saving his vessel 
by running into Mobile, after suffering no further 
injury than the wounding of one man by a flying 
splinter, is hardly sufficient for claiming the honors 
of the day in his behalf. Certainly, his action was 
very severely commented upon at the time, not only 
by his commanding officer, but by the Mobile 
papers familiar with the circumstances.

FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


Senate bills 1290, for the purchase of lands adjoin- 
ing naval station at Port Royal, S. C., and 1543, for 
the purchase of additional land adjoining at Gos- 
port, Va., for the purpose of erecting a wet dock, 
were passed by the Senate on April 22. 

A bill granting a pension to W. C. Nindeman, late 
of the Jeannette expedition, passed the House on 
Saturday last. 

A resolution authorizing the appointment of Gen. 
Wm. J. Sewell, Gev. M. T. McMahon, Capt. John L. 
Mitchell and A. W. Barrett to fill vacancies which 
occur by expiration of terms of office in Board of 
Managers of Soldiers’ Homes, was passed by the 
House April 23. All of the above are reappoint- 
ments except Mr. Barrett, of California, who suc- 
ceeds Major Bonebrake. 

The provision authorizing payment by checks or 
currency sent to posts where there are no paymas- 
ters was allowed to remain in the bill. Mileage and 
commutation of quarters are allowed to officers en- 
gaged + the collection of military information from 
abroad. 

The provision of the House prohibiting the use of 
any money appropriated for the support of the 
Army for post gardens or exchanges was amended 
so as not to prohibit the use by post exchanges of 
public buildings or public transportation when not 
required for other purposes, or the purchase of sub- 
sistence or Q. M.’s supplies at the same rates as offi- 
cers are not allowed to purchase such supplies. 

To settle certain differences between the War De- 
partment and accounting officers of the Treasury, 
it was provided that officers temporarily absent 
from their stations should not lose their right to 
quarters or commutation, and that accounting offi- 
cers should allow for this in settling the accounts of 
disbursing officers. The following was added: “The 
—— officers of the Army may be withheld under 

1766 of the Rev. Stat. on account of an indebted- 
ners admitted or shown by the judgment of a court.

The sub committee of the House Appropriation 
Committee in charge of the Fortification bill has 
completed consideration of that measure with the 
exception of the two items for the completion of 
tools for the army gun factory at Waterleit. As was 
anticipated, a cut has been made all along the line, 
a reduction of about 35 per cent. over last year’s 
bil) being made. As far as agreed upon the amount 
recommended is $2,408.700, being $1,366,000 less than 
last year’s bill and $6,977,907 less than the estimates. 

Tue Naval Appropriation bill was reported to 
the Senate by ths Committee on Appropriation 
April 27 with amendments increasing the total 
amount provided in the bill from $23,476,783 to 
$24,223,773, a total increase of $747,000. Two hundred 
and eighty-two thousand dollars is added to the two 
millions appropriation for armor of new vessels 
and $400,000 to the seven million appropriation for 
machinery. eng ay ee are also added for the 
following vessels: One heavily-armored sea-going 
coast-line battle ship of 9,000 tona, with high speed 
$4,000,000; one harbor defence double-turretted 
monitor, 7,500 tons and the highest practicable 
speed, $3,000,000; four light draft gunboats of from 
800 to 1,200 tous Sapacoment, with the highest prac- 
ticable speed, $450,000; six torpedo boats, $110,000 
each, not ,more than than two to be built at any one 
establishment; $50,000 is added to build the caravels, 
Pinta and Nina of the fleet of Columbus, and $110- 
000 for the breech mechanism shop at the W ashing- 

m yard. The Secretary is authorized to use $150,- 
000 of the million appropriated for nickel used for 
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experiments with torpecioes, projectiles, submarine 
guns, etc., and Americar and nickel armor. 

It is provided that the Secretary need not here- 
after state the length of service of officers ordered 
on shore duty. 

The Senate Naval Committee did not meet. 

The Army appropriation was passed by the Sen- 
ate on Wednesday last, with numerous amendments. 
As passed by the Senate a total increase of $284,000 
is made, and the total of the bill is now $24,511.499, 
or $102,029 less than the appropriation for the cur- 
rent year. The Senate bas inc the items for 
pay, transportation, ordnance, and added $5,000 for 
the morning and evening gun, $20,000 for machine 
guns and $500 for contingencies, department head- 
quartem. The Senate struck out the provisions cut- 
ting off the additional pay at present allowed adju- 
tants, regimental quartermasters, aides to general 
officers or acting commissaries of subsistence, and 
authorizing any commissaries and quartermas- 
ters to perform the duties of acting paymasters. 
The number of paymasters is fixed at 25,and pay- 
master’s clerks at 38.

A “*German Artillerist ’ publishes in Engineering 
for Aprill a comparison of the Krupp and Canet 
system, to the disadvantage of the latter. He de- 
nies that the adoption of the Canét system by 
Greece, Japan and Chili was the result of a careful 
comparison of the two systems. The Canét guns 
were forced upon Greece by the Comptoir d‘Es- 
compte. Chili ordered her guns from the works 
which supplied her ships—the Forges et Chantiers— 
but not as the result of competitive trials. ‘“* Japan 
adopted the screw-breech — because the 
screwed block is more easily made than a large 
wedge block. Japan has for some years been try- 
ing to make her own guns, and soon discovered that 
the screw breech system did not require such large 
masses of steel as the wedge-block system.”’ Russia 
ordered one quick-firing coast gun for trial. It is 
further asserted that Krupp and not Canét led the 
way in constructing very long guns. 





A correspondent of the Est Republicain of Nancy 
gives interesting particulars of the effects of fire 
with the Mannlicher rifie during the civil contest 
in Chili. A brigade of the opposition forces, he 
tells us, was armed with the Mannlicher 8 mm. (.314 
in.) rifle, model 1888, to the number of 3,446, out of 
9,925 combatants, and the dead and wounded Bal- 
macedists, 56 per cent. had received their wounds, 
as was easily recognized, from the Mannlicher rifle. 
Volley and individual firing at 1,000 and 600 metres 
(1,093 and 656 yards) sufficed to sweep the terrain 
and check the offensive movements of the enemy, 
while, as appeared from the evidence of prisoners 
interroga upon the field, fire from 600 metres 
directed against the Balmacedist skirmishers upon 
the bank of the Aconcagua, spread confusion among 
the reserves drawn up at 1,000 and 1,600 metres be- 
yond. Of the 10,000 men put in the field by Balma- 
ceda at Concon, 2,600 or 3,000 took part in the battle 
of Placilla, and these were the first to fly as soon as 
they were attacked from 1,000 or 1,200 metres; while, 
on the other hand, the opposition troops gained 
such confidence in their arms after Concon that they 
would gladly have faced much superior forces. The 
facility of instruction with the Manniicher seemed 
also to have been great, for the results of the prac- 
tice of the recruits was very good. The greatest 
danger, says the correspondent of the Est Republi- 
cain, with the new weapon, is that of the waste of 
ammunition, and he believes that to supply the 
firing line may become impossible, so that the only 
remedy is in severe fire aa. Lastly, the 
wounds caused by the Mannlicher have a special 
character. Either they kill at once or assure a re- 
covery without complications or great suffering. 
The bones, even at the greatest distances, were tra- 
versed without fragments of steel or lead being left, 
or those com minutions oy Sm which aggra- 
vate the wound itself.

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THE STATE TROOPE. 


CONGRESSIONAL LEGISLATION FOR THE N. GUARD. 


Tue bill to promote the efficiency of the militia, 
introduced by Gen. Cutting, which has been re- 
ported in the House of Representatives, has been 
considerably changed since it was first introduced. 
Gen. Cutting has ascertained, as the JouRNAL has 
intimated in its columns, that the temper of Con- 
gress is such that it is out of the question to expect 
any increasein the appropriation. He bas, there 
fore, left the item in the bill as fixed by the existing 
laws ($600,000) and confined himself to making 
changes in the existing law. Themostimportant of 
these changes is that the amount of the appropria- 
tion for furnishing stores and supplies is to be ap- 
portioned by the Secretary of War pro rata among 
the different States and Territories, not accord- 
ing to populatiqn, but according to the number of 
active uniformed National Guard, which shall ap- 
pear for muster during March 1 and April 30 in 
each year, and the Secretary of War is authorized 
to detail Army officers to verify the presence of the 
men. The bill as originally repo provided that 
the allotment shall only be made upon the certi- 
ficate of such Army officers. This created so much 
dissatisfaction, however, that the clause was inserted 
providing that the number present might be ascer- 
tained in other ways satistactory to the Secretary 


of War. 

The bill further provides that.on theapplication of 
the Governor of any State or Territory, the Secre- 
tary of War may detail one or more officers to act 
as instructors of the National Guard of such State 
or Territory, which detail my A be revoked upon the 
request of the Governor or at the pleasure of the Sec- 
retary of War. 

The innovation requiring the allotment to be 
made according to the number of men appearing in 
each State for inspection is one on which there is a 
great diversion of sentiment. It is favored by those 
States having a strong and well-organized National 
Guard and opposed by those who are trying to build 
up one, and who n the aid of the United States 
for that purpose. For this reason it has been here- 
tofore defeated in the conventions of the National 
Guard Association. The clause providing for an in- 
spection which shall take place during the months 
of March and April in each year will meet with 
criticism from those of the States where inspections 
are held at other times, as is the case with New 
York. The bill framed by the last convention of 
the National Guard Association has been introduced 
in the Senate by Gen. Hawley and will undoubtedly 
pass that body. But whether the difference be- 
tween the two bills will result ina compromise or ip 
the prevention of any legislation whatever, it is dif- 
ficult at the present time to foresee. It would? be 
unfortunate if this should be the case. While the 
Hawley bill is undoubtedly the best, either of them 
would be a decided improvement upon the existing 
legislation, or want of legislation.
